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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1-10 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding independent Claims 1, 4 and 8-10, prior art teaches a method 
for driving a transflective LCD wherein the transflective LCD has a plurality of 
pixels arranged in a matrix, each including a reflective cell and a transmission 
cell, the reflective cell having a first storage capacitor and a first active device, 
and the transmission cell having a second storage capacitor and a second active 
device. However prior art fails to teach providing first switching device coupled 
between the reflective cells of the pixels and first driving voltages respectively; 
and providing second switching devices coupled between the transmission cells 
of the pixels and second driving voltages respectively as claimed.
